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The contractor has begun the actual construction
of thewalswhich will form the new lock. On March
23, the contractor placed concrete with three-inch
maximum Sze aggregate into monalith L-7 which will
form one block of the future downstream guidewall.

April 8, 2004 marked another milestone at the
project. Based upon agreements reached between
the Government and the contractor, crews quickly
ingtalled the timber needlesin the cofferdam spillway
dructure. The areawithin the cofferdam is now safe
from flooding &t dl but the highest river levels

March and April saw contirnued progress on the
upstream guidewd| work. Work activities have moved
downgtream and are currently on the riverbank behind the
Moss residence. Specidty crewsfrom as far awvay as
Germany continue to construct concrete shafts which
extend 15 feet into the bedrock. These shafts, when
complete, will form the foundation for the upstream
guidewal which will guide barges into and out of the
new lock. Work is proceeding well, and completion is
expected in mid-May. The contractor anticipates
continuing to work day shift only.

The dirt covering the rock foundations for the new
lock is being excavated with backhoes and hauled to
the digposal embankment &t the north end of the
project. Although excavation and embankment can be
performed day and night, the lime gtabilization of the
disposa embankment has been restricted to the night
time hours when winds are less likdy to move dugt off
the project Ste.

Sufficient bedrock has now been exposed to dlow
exploratory drilling to begin. The contractor is currently
drilling into the rock foundation and recovering rock
samples. The government is andyzing each sample to
determine the best rock eevation for the lock
foundation. Much of the rock excavation necessary to
reach the best rock elevation will reguire the use of
very controlled drilling and blagting. The drilling and

completed, there will be about 80 monoliths. These
monoliths will form the new lock.
